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N an uprecedented twist 

aimed at generating 
more excitement during 
next year’s World Cup 
finals, the American 
organisers plan to place 
teams in cities where 
they will be guaranteed 
big ethnic support. 

FIFA has agreed to 
drop’ the usual First 
Round draw format of 
nominating cities in 
advance, in favour of 
selecting which venues 
will host the six groups 


‘depending on the ethnic 


makeup of the cities, 
World Cup organisers 
said. 

After the 24 finalists — 
all of which will be known 
by this lunchtime — are 
drawn in Las Vegas on 
December 19 the 
organisers will hurriedly 
choose a venue for each 
group before the end of 
the live television show. 

Jim Trecker, chief 
press officer of the US 
World Cup organisers, 
said growing media 


speculation that some 
teams had already been 
assigned to cities for the 
First Round was false. 

But he said some teams 
would get to play two of 
their opening three 
games in cities where a 
large percentage of the 
ethnic communities 
reflected that country. 

“It makes more sense 
to go as far as we can to 
create the atmosphere of 
a festival at next year’s 
tournament. ft ali goes to 
make a good World Cup,” 
said Trecker. 

“We will place the 
groups in cities after the 
composition of- the 
groups are known. 

“There has been 
intense speculation that 
Italy will be in New York. 
It would make sense 
given the large Italian 
population there, but 
nothing has been decided 
yet,” he said. 

“The only decisions are 
that the US will play in 
Detroit and Los Angeles, 


and holders Germany will 
be in Chicago and Dallas. 

He said the selections 
would not depend purely 
on the top-seeded team. 

“Numbers two and 
three may justify placing 
the group in a certain 
city, like Colombia and 
Greece would make 
sense for New York.” 

Ireland, will not be a 
top seed but is 
earmarked for Boston if 
the makeup of its group 
made it sensible, Trecker 
added, 

World ‘Cup. supremo 
Alan Rothenberg said 
recently: “Originally we 
thought we would need 
certain teams in certain 
places to sell tickets. But 
now the tickets are sold, 
it’s a matter of 
ambience.” 

The venue cities for the 
first round are Los 
Angeles, San Francisco, 
Chicago, Dallas, Detroit, 
Boston, New York/New 
Jersey, Washington and 
Orlando.

BORDER WARS.

As one country and 
western singing great 
once put it, life on the 
Toad can sure be hell. 

Just ask players from 
the 14 CCSL clubs, most 
of whom will tell you 
that the novelty of 
regularly jetting off 
interstate is all pain for 
little gain. 

Changes in routine, 
different time zones, in 
some cases altered 
Sleeping patterns, 
unfamiliar surrounds at 
grounds seen only once 
or twice a year and 
hostile crowds ali make 
for a recipe for disaster. 

That goes for clubs in 
leagues world-wide, and 
it is certainly the case 
here in Australia where 
the distances clubs must 
travel for many away 
games are considerably 
greater than in most 
European domestic 
competitions. 

Those headaches will 
increase in intensity 
when a long-overdue 
WA side is introduced to 
Australian sport’s oldest 
truly national 
competition. 

Of course some away 
trips are not as daunting, 
especially for Victorian 
and NSW clubs which 
are lucky enough to play 
anything from four to 
Six away games in home 


state territory. 

That means a car 
journey or bus trip at 
Worst. 

But pity the poor 
Brisbane Strikers, the 
Queenslanders having to 
fly interstate (and then 
still face bus trips) 
thirteen times (not 
including cup and finals 
games) each year. 

That probably 
accounts for the fact that 
the Strikers are the 
worst road winners in 
the league. 


Drawing away from 
home, particularly for 
the top sides, is not such 
a task. However, 
winning interstate is just 
about as hard an ask a 
side can face - and the 
figures in our exclusive 
ABSW ‘Border Wars’ 
chart tell the story. 

Not one of the current 
CCSL clubs boasts a plus 
50 percent winning rate 
interstate, with chart 
leaders Marconi coming 
close having won in 
excess of 48 percent of 
its interstate league 


games since joining the 
league in 1977. 

Marconi’s record is 
quite remarkable, given 
that the current league 
interstate winning 
average is running at 
27.72, or less than 3 wins 
in every ten interstate 
trips made by CCSL 
clubs. 

Marconi is also the 
best interstate winner in 
Victoria, having won 
better than 50 percent of 
its 62 matches south of 
the Murray River all- 
time. 

For the record, the 
most successful club 
travelling to NSW are 
the Melbourne Knights 
and the best percentage 
road winners in both SA 
and Queensland are the 
Newcastle Breakers. 

Adelaide City has had 
to_travel outside its own 
State more times than 
any other club, having 
jetted out of SA for 
league games on 197 
occassions to the end of 
season 1992/93. 

Our exclusive ABSW 
“Border Wars’ chart 
includes the interstate 
games won record of 
every current CCSL club 
since the competition 
commenced in 1977 up 
to the end of the 1992/93 
campaign.

An historic ground 
which always provides a 
tremendous atmosphere 
when it is full, with 
South having the most 
fanatical supporters in 
the country.

@ Win, draw or lose this morning (Thursday), the 
Socceroos’ match against Argentina marked the end of an 
era. 

From now on, Australia will qualify for the World Cup 
finals via Asia. 

The Socceroos will find the passage to future finals 
immensely easier, but the Australian public will be the 
loser. Big, decisive matches against the likes of Israel 
(1969 and 1989), Scotland (1985) and Argentina will be a 
thing of the past. 

The only World Cup games Australian spectators can 
watch in the future will be Oceania qualifiers against New 
Zealand, Fiji, Papua-New Guinea, Vanuatu, the Solomon 
Islands, Tahiti and New Caledonia. 

The winner of the Oceania group will then almost 
certainly link up with the winners of Asian groups for a 
final six or seven-nation round-robin tournament in a 
neutral venue from which three teams will qualify for the 
finals. So the days of glamour, media attention-grabbing 
games a la Scotland, Israel or Argentina are well and truly 
over. 

The Australian Soccer Federation will have to work 
harder than ever to push the Socceroos — the locally- 
based national team members — in the years ahead. 

It is absolutely essential in view of our new World Cup 
qualifying route that attractive international tournaments 
be staged every year ifn Australia during our winter 
months, If planned ahead, there is no reason why every 
June or July, teams of the calibre of 1988’s Gold Cup 
Brazil and Argentina cannot be invited. 

Why not have an annual tournament, modelled on the 
lines of the prestigious President’s Cup in South, Korea or 
Thailand’s King’s Cup? 

There’s no reason in the world why the Socceroos, 
properly marketed, cannot become big drawcards in their 
own right, 

With new horizons for the national team in the World 
Cup, the Australian Soccer Federation will need to push 
their product harder than ever. The well-being and high 
profile of the sport demand it.

Thirteen percent in the case of the United States 
Tepresents some 31 million people, almost twice 
Australia’s population. 

These are the people who have bought. out every 
stadium where USA ‘94 matches will be staged, ensuring 
the best attended finals ever. 

And that in a country allegedly indifferent, even hostile 
to the world game.

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JORDI’S A CHIP OFF 


THE CRUYFF BLOCK! 


HE speaks with the same 
level-headed harsh realism as 
his illustrious father, 

“Being called Cruyff 
doesn’t help me at all, In 
fact, sometimes it’s pretty 
awful,” says 19-year-old 
Johan Jordan Cruyff, 
otherwise known as “Jordi”, 

Watching him play in the 
Spanish Second Division 
with Barcelona’s ‘B’ side is 
like turning the clock back a 
quarter-of-a-century. 

The ball skills are there, 
the fluency of movement, 
the goal scoring instinct, 

“The name is the big 
problem,” says Jordi with a 
shrug. “People assume that 
I’m where I am because of 
who I am. 

“But if you can play 
football, you can play 
football irrespective of 
whose son you are. 

“You just have to make 
the most of your talents and 
work hard. J think I would be 
a footballer even if my name 
wasn’t Cruyff.” 

Jordi was born on 9 
February 1974, less than four 
months after his father’s 
debut for Barcelona. 

At the time, the choice of 
a Catalan christian name was 
seen as patronising,

Now it permits a degree 
of anonymity. 

Cruyff never appears on 
the Barcelona ‘B’ sheet. 

The youngster prefers to 
appear as plain Jordi. 

He makes it clear that he 
doesn’t like being singled out 
for interviews after training 
sessions at the “Mini- 
Estadi”, across the road from 


the main stadium, 

“I would prefer people to 
talk about me a bit less,” he 
explains, “because so much 
attention creates pressure. 

“T’ve already realised that 
my teammates find it easier 
to relax and play their 
football because they are not 
put under the microscope as 
Tam. 

“This is where my name is 
a disadvantage. In any case, 
the piece of advice my father 
always drums into me is to 
watch, listen and keep 
quiet.” 


There was knowing 
sniggers when Cruyff senior 
plugged his boy into 
Barcelona’s Youth Scheme 
shortly after taking over as 
manager in 1988. At first he 
seemed to invite 
comparisons with Hugo and 
Lalo Maradona, players who 
cashed in on their surname. 

But suddenly the spindly 
Cruyff offshoot began to 
blossom. 

After scoring 21 goals in 
20 games for the under-19 
side last season, he was 
promoted to second division 
football with the ‘B’ side. 

On 28 October, the 20th 
anniversary of his father’s 
league debut for the club, 
Jordi singed his first 
professional contract as a 
footballer until the end of the 
1997 season, although 
without relinquishing his 
Status as a second-year 
commercial studies student 
at Barcelona university. 

The contract, valid until 
June 1997, guarantees him a 
fee of $16,000 per season 
plus a monthly living 
allowance of $1,160. The 
release clause stipulates a fee 
of $7 million.

linchpin of the brilliant 
Dutch “total football” squad 
of the 1970s, who played for 
Barcelona for six seasons 
and, as manager, has taken 
the club to three league 
titles.

he should never have been 
there in the first place.” 

Jordi says: “Of course we 
talk about football at home. 
And if he has seen me 
playing for Barcelona B he 
tells me what I have done 
wrong and how to find 
solutions, 

“He never talks about 
things I have done well. 
There’s no need to.” 

Jordi has already won the 
important battle of 
convincing his teammates 
that he earns his place on 
ability rather than surname. 

It hasn’t always been 
easy, especially during a 
phase a couple of seasons 
ago when he acquired a 
Teputation as a big-headed 
know-it-all, prepared to 
argue with referees and 
youth team coaches Antonio 
Olmo and Pedro Artola, 


both former Barcelona 
players. 

Now he prefers the low 
profile of “just one of many 
players in the dressing room.” 

In the meantime he has 
matured into an 
accomplished No 10 with 
familiarly fluent ball skills. 

Some observers point to 
his left-footed shooting and 
claim he is more of a two- 
footed player than Johan, 

But he prefers not to 
listen to praise. 

“Sometimes J get the 
feeling that people say nice 
things about me because they 
want to get into my father’s 
good books,” he complains. 

“Perhaps that’s why I feel 
more comfortable talking 
about my defects, 

“That mistake in 
Copenhagen for example. 
T'm glad it gave them a goal 


because that means I'll never 
forget it and I'll never make 
that mistake again.” 

Jordi admits to having 
watched videos of his father 
in action but denies any 
attempt at imitation, 

“My favourite player has 
always been Marco van 
Basten,” he says. 

“But I try to learn from 
everybody. 1 don’t make 
plans for the future.” 

After six years in Spanish 
football, he is qualified to 
play for Spain rather than 


the Netherlands if he 
chooses. 
“That's the sort of 


decision to be taken when 
the situation arises,” he 
shrugs, 

“But if 1 am selected for 
international football, I want 
it to be on account of my 
own ability, not my name.”

Spartak still a winner 


RUSSIAN football] may have 
been badly hit economically by 
the break-up of the former 
Soviet Union, but that does not 
appear to have adversely 
affected playing performances. 

The national team have 
qualified for the World Cup 
finals while Spartak Moscow 
have qualified for the 
prestigious and lucrative 
Champions’ League. 

Spartak have also retained 
their league title, which runs 
from April to November, for a 
record 14th time with four games 
to spare. 

These successes have come 
despite the fact the Russian 
League, comprising 18 teams, 
is not as strong as the old 
Soviet one. 

This is mainly due to the loss 
of some of the most powerful 
clubs. Furthermore, Russian 
soccer suffers from the 
continued exit of its best 
players for the richer pastures 
in Western Europe. 

In addition state subsidies 
which used to keep the clubs 


solvent have been cut back. 

And today, the free market 
economy forces clubs to find 
private sponsors and to rely, 
more than ever, on gate receipts. 

The days when all the 
Dynamo clubs were run by the 
police, those called CSKA by 
the army and others enjoyed 
direct grants from local 
councils are over. 

Spartak 
remain the best 
supported 
team, although 
the average 
gate at home is 
a derisory 
7,000. 

The  con- 
stant drain of talent has 
persuaded some clubs to 
engage foreign players or 
veterans returning from 
abroad. 

But Spartak rely on their 
own discoveries. 

Team manager Oleg 
Romantsev, 39, a qualified 
physical education teacher who 
has been in charge of the club 


for four years, is a former 
Spartak captain and 
international. 

He says: “We are proud of our 
youth development system. 

“We can do well in the 
Champions’ League and the 
prospect should keep our top 
players at home.” 

Certainly, their inter- 
national pedigree is 


impressive. 

In 1991, the last season 
before the Champions’ League 
was created, they reached the 
semifinal of the Champions’ 
Cup after victories over Napoli 
and Real Madrid, and the 
semifinals in the Cup Winners’ 
Cup two seasons later, 

Yet strength in depth. is 
clearly needed. 


The once-proud Moscow 
Dynamo side lost 6-0 to 
Eintracht Frankfurt in this 
season’s UEFA Cup, the heaviest 
home defeat for any Russian or 
Soviet team in the 38-year 
history of European 
competitions. 

Team boss Valeri Gazzayev 
resigned, a rare decision in a 
country where unsuccessful 
coaches usually wait to be 
fired. 

Meanwhile, a new problem 
is posed by the sponsors. 

They are said to interefere in 
club affairs and threaten to 
withdraw financial support 
unless they can influence team 
selection, transfers and the 
choice of referees who have 
been intimidated or even 
assaulted. 

In order to appease referees, 
their match fees have been 
raised and they are now better 
paid than many skilled workers 
in industry. 

But the League president, 
Nikolai Tolstykh, insists: “We 
will not give in to the mafia.” 


FIFA SANCTIONS 


 FIFA’s Disciplinary Committee has rejected 
a Tequest from the Colombian Association for 
reconsideration of their case on grounds of 
insufficient new evidence and confirmed the fine 
of $80,000 and caution that had been imposed for 
unauthorised advertising on jerseys. 

Colombia had played two friendlies wearing 
advertising on their outfits in breach of present 
regulations governing advertising on national 
teams’ clothing. 

® The Zimbabwe association was fined $4,000 
on account of inadequate security arrangements 
at the game against Guinea on September 26, 
1993. 

@ Bolivia have been fined $4,000 for 
unsporting conduct on the part of its delegation at 
the game versus Uruguay on September 12, 1993. 

Tt was also cautioned. 

Following disturbances at the game between 
Ecuador and Uruguay on September 5, 1993, 
FIFA has banned the Isidro Romero Carbo 
Stadium in Guayaquil until December 31, 1993 
from staging international matches and imposed a 
fine of $24,000 on the Ecuador Association. 

Their team doctor and masseur were fined 
$4,000 and $1,000 respectively for unethical 
conduct at the match against Bolivia on August 
15, 1993. 

@ A fine of $1,200 and a caution were inflicted 
on the Moroccan Association for having 
organised a charity match between an African 
selection and the Rest of the World without prior 
approval from FIFA. 

That was the match Socceroo Vlado Bozinoski 
appeared in two months ago. 5 

® Polish player, Roman Zub, has been banned 
from playing worldwide until June 24, 1994 after 
being found guilty by the Polish association of 
taking banned drugs. 


WORLD CUP STADIUM OK 


The French government has given the go-ahead for a 
new stadium to be built in St Denis, just north of Paris, 
for the 1998 World Cup finals. 

Sports minister Michelle Alliot-Marie announced 
that plans for the new 80,000-seater stadium had been 
finally endorsed after local and regional authorities 
agreed to contribute to the costs. 

The new stadium — only three kilometres outside the 
city limits — will host the opening mach, a semifinal 
and the final. 

Construction costs for the ground, which will also be 
used for athletic events, are expected to amount to $500 
million, 


MEDIA MOB MARADONA 


Superstar Diego Maradona rated himself only six out 
of ten on a fitness scale for today’s clash with Australia, 

Maradona, who is suffering from a sciatic nerve 
injury, said the former world champions were ready to 
“fight for every ball, minute to minute” to deny the 
Socceroos the result they need to make it through to 
next year’s finals in the United States. 

Australia needs a clear victory or at least a 2-2 draw 
to advance while the South Americans only require a 
scoreless draw. 

Local fans, though, aré anxious for a big win to 
eliminate the residue of humiliation following 
Colombia’s incredible 5-0 thrashing of Argentina in 
September. 

However, Maradona appealed to Argentinian

Striker Samba Ndiaye’s 
selection for France at 
Under 21 level puts him 
among a growing band of 
African players faced with 
a choice between their 
country of birth and the 
jand in which they now 
make a living. 


Senegal-born Ndiaye, 
who plays for French First 
Division Metz, is tying his 
international future to his 
adopted country by 
accepting the cail-up. 

He is one of three 
African-born _ players 
picked by  France’s 
selectors for the under-21 
squad and another in a long 
list of Africans who have 
played at international 
level for a country outside 
the continent. 

Also in the squad is 


another Senegalese, 
Oumar Dieng of Lille, and 
the exciting Zaire-born 
Claude Makelele, who 
helped Nantes reach the 
French Cup final last 
season. 

France, whose senior 
team will field Ghanaian- 
born Marcel Desailly in the 
vital World Cup tie against 
Bulgaria in Paris on 
Wednesday, has a long 
history of giving caps to 
players born in their 
former colonies, 

But they are not the 
only European nation with 
a team featuring players of 
African origin. 

Portugal will field 
defender Oceano, who hails 
from the Cape Verde 
Islands, against Italy on 
Wednesday in their 
attempt to qualify for the 
World Cup finals next year. 

The dispersal of African 
footballers, who number 
more than 200 in the first 
and second divisions of 
Europe, has given many an 
opportunity to choose 
which country they want to 
represent at international 
level. 

For some, like Mali- 
born Jean Tigana who 
helped France to the 
European championship in 


1984, it has been an easy 
choice. 

“Before I was capped by 
England | trained with the 
Nigerian team, but it was 
so disorganised that I 
decided not to play for 
them and rather wait for a

chance with England,” 
explained John Fashanu, 
the Wimbledon captain 
who was bom in London of 
Nigerian parentage. 
Coventry striker Roy 
Wegerle received

competition after a 30-year 
period of isolation. 

But with a guaranteed 
place in the World Cup 
finals next year, Wegerle, 


_ whose wife is American, 


had no hesitation in opting 
for the United States. 

US team-mate Jean 
Harbor, however, wanted 
to play for his native 
Nigeria but was shunned by 
their national coach, 


- Clemens Westerhoff. 


“He said I did not have 
enough experience,” 
Harbor of Tampa Bay 
Rowdies said. 

“That there was no place 
for me in his plans. That is 
why I took up the 
Americans’ invitation.” 

Under FIFA rules, 
players capped at youth, 
Under 21 or senior level by 
one country cannot later 
turn out for another, even 
if they have changed their 


nationality. 


But while some of 
Africa’s leading soccer- 
playing nations are losing 
top talent to other 
countries, there is also 
movement in the other 
direction, particularly for 
the three teams who will 
Tepresent the continent at 
the World Cup finals. 

Mustapha Hadji, leading 
scorer with French Second 
Division Nancy, turned 
down a call from France’s 
under-21 coach Raymond 
Domenech last month to 


help Morocco qualify for 
the World Cup finals. 

His decision caused a stir 
in the French fooballing 
press but Hadji’s gamble 
paid dividends as he 
emerged man of the match 
in Morocco’s 1-0 win over 
Zambia in Casablanca. 

“Tt took me a week to 
decide who to play for, but 
now I’m going to the 
World Cup,” he said. 

Compatriot Yassine 
Abdellaoui, who plays in 
the Dutch First Division 
with Willem II, says he is 
expecting to turn out for 
Morocco in a forthcoming 
friendly despite being born 
in the Netherlands and not 
speaking Arabic. 

“T know it will be very 
difficult for me to make the 
Dutch team so I’m 
throwing in my lot with 
Morocco. It will be 
fantastic to be an 
international at the age of 
18,” he said. 

Others like Efan Ekoku 
of Norwich, born in Britain 
but raised in Nigeria, and 
French-born Richard Njok- 
Yanga, who recently won a 
first cap for Cameroon, are 
now on the verge of being 


thrust from domestic 
obscurity to the World Cup 
stage.

HODDLE MISTAKE? 


With Chelsea losing five 
games in a row, has their 
manager, Glenn Hoddle, 
made the biggest mistake of 
his football career by joining 
the Stamford Bridge 
Brigade? 

Glenn Hoddle’s decision 
to leave Swindon Town 
immediately after achieving 
promotion to become 
manager of Chelsea could be 
the worst he has ever made. 

The 35-year-old player- 
boss is currently rated 
alongside another ex- 
international, Kevin Keegan, 
as joint favourite to replace 
Graham Taylor as England 
manager, but if things don’t 
work for him at Chelsea then 
that may make Keegan an 
alltomatic choice for the FA. 

Hoddle could have taken 
the pick of several clubs, 
including a possible return to 
Spurs, rater than work with 
controversial Chelsea 
chairman Ken Bates and 
players who have been 
starved of success. 

Some former Chelsea 
stars have voiced misgiving 
about it and one of them, 
John Dempsey, actually 
wrote to Hoddle advising 
him against it. Dempsey, 
who was Chelsea’s centre- 
half between 1968 and 1975, 
tevealed: “I told Glenn | felt 
he was making a big mistake, 


He is going to be a great 
manager, but I don’t think it 
will do him any good being 
at Chelsea. 

“Just look at what 
happened to David Webb.” 

The main criticism 
levelled at Bates is that he 
wants a manager who will do 
as he is told. But Hoddle, 
Chelsea's third manager in 
four months and sixth in 12 
years, insisted: “I will be in 
charge of the football side of 


things. I am my own man 
and all decisions on anyone. 
coming or geing from this 
club will be mine.” 

Yet Hoddle, who is 
content for Bates and 
Chelsea’s chief executive 
Colin Hutchinson to handle 
the finances, might have had 
a freer hand if he had taken 
over at his old club Spurs. 

Tottenham chairman Alan 
Sugar wanted him to replace 
Terry Venables, but Hoddle 
was not prepared to be a 
part of the bid to oust 
Venables. 


Instead, the ex-Spurs 
midfield maestro has signed a 
three-year deal with Chelsea 
and will be registered as a 
player. However, Hoddle, 
who had trained and played 
at Stamford Bridge to regain 
his fitness after first 
returning to England from 
Monaco with a severe knee 
injury, apparently has a ‘get 
out’ clause should he be 
offered the England job. 

His move from Swindon 
has caused upheavals at both 
clubs. Former England coach 
Don Howe immediately 
walked out on Chelsea and 
their youth team coach Peter 
Nicholas was dismissed, 

Their replacements, which 
include Graham Rix as youth 
coach, do not appear to be 
any better but at lest they 
are the manager’s choice! 

Howe, who had quit as 
Coventry manager last 

— summer to work with Ian 
Porterfield as coach at 
Stamford Bridge, had not 
been given a key-role by 
Webb. He was then only 
offered the role of chief 
scout by Hoddle and 
promptly rejected it. 

John Gorman, Hoddle’s 
No.2 at Swindon, 
significantly turned down the 
chance to go to Chelsea with 
him as he preferred the offer 
to take over as Swindon 


Doss. 

But he will find it difficult 
to hang on to some key 
players who earned Swindon 
promotion via the play-offs. 

Hoddle’s impending 
departure meant that all 
contract talks had been 
shelved and that nine 
players’ agreements were up 
for renewal at the same 
time! 

These included skipper 
Colin Calderwood, Micky 
Hazard, Martin Ling, Ross 
McLaren, Dave Mitchell and 
Steve White. 

Calderwood said: “I 
received a written offer 
before the play-off final with 
Leicester but I’m going to 
reject it as I think I am 
entitled to more.” 

Hazard commented: “I 
have been offered a one-year 
deal when I want two and 
my gut feeling is to tum it 
down.” 

So there could be big 
changes both on and off the 
field at Swindon as well as 
Chelsea, 

Both Bates and Swindon 
chairman Ray Hardman 
have said that money will 
be available to buy players. 
And while Gorman is busy 
finding a replacement for 
Hoddie as a player, his 
former boss wil be getting 
out the cheque book to 


Glen Hoddle: his reign at Chelsea has been mediocre. Now he is a favourite to 


splash mega bucks on a 
goal-scoring striker. 

That is his priority as he 
attempts to bring Chelsea 
their first domestic honour 
since they won the FA Cup 
23 years ago. 

Unfortunately, he may not
